In the IPER, the PCT Examiner has concluded that claims 1-16 meet the 

international standards of patentability. In particular, the Examiner states that: 

"...none of the prior art contains a hint of an aqueous binder 
composition and said prior art points away from the present 
invention being concerned with high-molecular polymers having 
increased water resistance (Dl) or being not water-soluble (D2)." 

Therefore, the prior art references cited in the IPER do not teach or suggest the present invention 
as set forth in claims 1-16.
